Nix o n Gets Cancer Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate sent to President 
Nix o n to day a bill autho rizing $1.6 billio n fo r a stepped-up 
research effo rt to find the causes o f and a cure fo r cancer. 
The Senate co mpleted actio n o n the measure, which 
Nix o n has endo rsed, by a v o te o f 8 5-0. The Ho use passed it 
Thursday by v o ice v o te. 
The final bill fo llo ws the Ho use v ersio n in keeping the 
Natio nal Cancer Institute, which has been co nducting the 
research fo r mo re than 30 y ears, in the Natio nal Institutes o f 
Health. 
The Senate had v o ted fo r a mo re independent status fo r 
the cancer agency but this pro v o ked much o ppo sitio n in 
the bio medical research co m m unity . 
Ho wev er, the bill do es giv e the Cancer Istitute a mo re 
pro minent status, an enlarged budget, and a directiv e to do 
ev ery thing po ssible to co nquer the disease. 
The bill sets up a president’s cancer attack panel which 
will repo rt directly to him o n pro gress in the research 
effo rt.
